London, Sept. 5—All accounts agree that the 
mo­ 
ment is swiftly approaching when Paris must resort to 
its own defense. 


According to other sources of information the Ger­ 
mans are much nearer Paris than has boon indicated of­ 
ficially. They are said to b» 
u ilhin a few miles of Chan­ 
tilly, which is but twenty m iles from the capital. 


A French official coiiini unication 
spea ks of the G er­ 
man movement having been diverted thirty

of Paris. This seems to confi nn the
